To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 

Gentlemen: The State Land Board has the honor to 
transmit herewith for the information of youir honorable body, 
the report of its clerk, which embraces the transactions of 
the land department from October 1, 1908, to September 30, 
1910, inclusive. 

The report sets forth the amount of moneys received and re- 
ceipted for, as well as the funds to which they are credited, 
the amount of interest-bearing funds in this department, num- 
ber of acres of land sold, total number of conveyances, aggre- 
gate amount of loans approved and rejected, school district 
bonds purchased by the Board, aggregate value of mortgages 
discharged and assigned, number of acres of land embraced 
in certificates of sale cancelled, total amount of moneys re- 
paid on school, and indemnity school lands, and a list of war- 
rants drawn by order of the Board. 

At this date there are no foreclosed farms on hand. At the 
date of the last report there was on hand one lot in the Town 
of Oregon City which cost the State $250.00 principal, and a 
total including interest to date of foreclosure and other costs 
of $412.85. This lot has since been sold for $220.00. 

The sale of lands during the period covered by this report 
has amounted to 75,927.59 acres, classified as follows : 

School lands including farms 74,772.63 acres. 

Agricultural College lands 320.19 acres. 

Tide lands 354.77 acres. 

Swamp lands 480.00 acres. 

The amount received as principal on these sales and on tracts 
heretofore sold under certificates of sale aggregates $605,- 
487.75. 

By reference to. the report of the State Treasurer it will 
be seen that on October 1, 1908, the outstanding loans from 
the Common School Fund amounted to $4,206,713.42. Loans 
from the Common School Fund have been completed amounting 
to $2,353,690. The loans from this fund paid during the period 
covered by this report amount to $1,482,258.47. The out- 
standing loans from this fund at this date amount to $5,078,- 
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144.95, so that the net increase amounts to $871,431.53. The 
amount of this fund now in the hands of the State Treasurer 
is $52,025.14. 

The report of the State Treasurer shows that on October 1, 
1908, the outstanding loans from the Agricultural College 
Fund Principal amounted to $190,162.54, since which time 
loans have been compelted from this fund amounting to $31,- 
650.00. The loans from this fund paid during the period cov- 
ered by this report amount to $29,852.97. The outstanding 
loans from this fund at this date amount to $191,959.57 so 
that the net increase amounts to $1,797.03. The amount of this 
fund now in the hands of the State Treasurer is $3,745.47. 

The report of the State Treasurer shows that on October 1, 
1908, the outstanding loans from the University Fund Prin- 
cipal amounted to $98,875.06 since which time loans have been 
completed from this fund amounting to $41,975.00. The loans 
from this fund paid during the period covered by this report 
amount to $40,124.96. The outstanding loans frpm this fund 
at this date amount to $100,725.10, so that the net increase 
amounts to $1,850.04. The amount of this fund now in the 
hands of the State Treasurer is $190.26.

INDEMNITY SCHOOL LAND. 

On October 12, 1909, the Board advanced the price of In- 
demnity School Land from $8.75 to $10 per acre, on February 
4, 1910, to $13 per acre, and on April 12, 1910, to $15 per acre. 
This is a net price to the purchaser, all charges, such as filing, 
publication fees, etc., being paid by the State and charged to the 
School Fund Principal account. A detailed statement of these 
applications will be found in the report of the State Land 
Agent. 
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agreement with b. f. hampton. 

On October 27, 1908, the following agreement was entered 
into with B. F. Hampton: 

State of Oregon, 

County of Marion. 

This agreement made and 'entered into on this the 27th day 
of October, A. D. 1908, by and between Geo. E. Chamberlain, 
Governor, F. W. Benson, Secretary of State, and George A. 
Steel, State Treasurer, composing the State Land Board of 
the State of Oregon, party of the first part and B. F. Hampton 
of Alachua County, Florida, party of the second part, 
Witnesseth that, 

Whereas, it is believed by the parties hereto, that the State 
of Oregon is entitled to indemnity for losses to its school grant 
under the following circumstances, namely: Equal acreage 
for those 16th and 36th sections or parts thereof lost to the 
school grant of the said State by reason of the existence of 
water within the township, and those 16th and 36th sections 
lying in townships wholly covered by water. Such indemnity 
not being allowed by the Commissioner of the Land Office and 
Secretary of the Interior under the laws of adjustment of 
school grants adpoted by the Interior Department of the United 
States, and, 

Whereas, the State Land Board, as above enumerated, repre- 
senting the State of Oregon and having full power to repre- 
sent the State of Oregon, does engage the services of the said 
B. F. Hampton for the purposes of securing indemnity to the 
school grant of Oregon, under the circumstances and in the 
cases mentioned above and no other, it being deemed neces- 
sary by the State Land Board, to employ an agent and attor- 
ney for this purpose. It is therefore agreed by and between 
the parties to this instrument, that the said party of the second 
part be, and is hereby employed, constituted and appointed as 
the agent of the State of Oregon, for the purpose of securing 
the said indemnity, and the said party of the second part ac- 
cepts the said employment, and agrees to become the agent 
of the said State of Oregon for the purpose aforesaid, and as 
compensation of his services as such agent, the said party of 
the first part agrees to pay to him, or his heirs, executors or 
assigns, the sum of twenty-five cents in cash for every acre 
of indemnity acreage so procured for the school grant of Ore- 
gon by the said party of the second part, as agent as aforesaid ; 
and the said party of the second part agrees to accept said 
twenty-five cents in cash for every acre of the indemnity acre- 
age so procured by him, in full settlement for his services and

for all expenses that he may incur in the procuring of the said 
indemnity acreage as aforesaid. And the sum of twenty-five 
cents in cash for every acre of indemnity acreage so procured 
for the school grant of the State of Oregon, by the said party 
of the second part, his heirs, executors or assigns, shall be 
due and owing and shall be paid when a decision has finally 
been rendered by the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
Secretary of the Interior, or Supreme Court of the United 
States, by reason of which the State of Oregon is entitled to in- 
demnity for losses to her school grant, not allowed to her by 
the present rulings of the Land Department of the United 
States under the circumstances and in the cases mentioned in 
this contract ; and a list of those sections or parts of sections 
constituting the bases for such indemnity acreage is prepared 
by the party of the second part and submitted to the State 
Land Board and found by them to be correct.. 

It is further stipulated and agreed that the said party of 
the second part shall be the sole and exclusive agent and attor- 
ney of the State of Oregon in the procuring of said indemnity 
(in the cases and under the circumstances provided for in this 
contract) from the Government of the United States. 

Time is an essence of this contract, and by mutual agreement 
the same is limited to three (3) years from the signing thereof; 
provided, however, that should the said party of the second 
part, have pending, at the time of the expiration of this con- 
tract, before the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
Secretary of the Interior or Supreme Court of the United 
States any proceeding involving the school grant of any State 
or Territory of the United States, which would, if decided fa- 
vorable to said State or Territory have the effect of enlarging 
the school indemnity grant of the State of Oregon, the said 
party of the second part, his heirs, executors or assigns, are 
hereby declared to be entitled to the full benefit of said decis- 
ion under the terms of this contract, and the time of same 
is hereby extended to cover the final determination of such 
proceeding. 

In testimony whereof, the said parties, and each of them, 
have hereunto set their hands and seals, on the date aforesaid, 
in the City of Salem, Oregon, and the State Land Board of 
the State of Oregon has caused the great seal of said State to 
be attached hereto by the president and secretary of said body. 

Up to the present time no land has been acquired by the 
State under this contract. 
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CLEAR LISTS. 

Since the last report, Clear Lists Nos. 9, 10, 11 and 12, 
Burns Series, Nos. 15 and 16 La Grande Series, Nos. 23, 24, 
25 and 26 Roseburg Series, Nos. 2 and 3 Portland Series, No. 
21 Lakeview Series and No. 25 The Dalles Series, have been 
received. These lists aggregate 46,926.01 acres, and certifi- 
cates of sale or deeds have been issued on all outstanding ap- 
plications covering lands included in these lists. 

ASSIGNMENT OF INDEMNITY LANDS. 

On December 2, 1909, the following rule governing the as- 
signment of indemnity selections was adopted : 

"In cases where parties holding receipts for first payments 
on indemnity selections, which selections have not as yet been 
clear listed to the State, desire to dispose of- the same, the 
Clerk was instructed, upon a surrender of such receipt duly 
assigned, to accept from the assignee a formal application to 
purchase, which application should take the place of the for- 
mer application and when the land is patented to the State, 
certificate should issue to the assignee. It being understood 
that the limit of 320 acres of indemnity land to each appli- 
cant shall apply in such case, the same as to original applica- 
tions." 

PRICE OF SCHOOL LAND. 

Under authority granted by section 18, of the act of 1907, 
the Board has advanced the price of all State lands with the 
exception of swamp to not less than $7.50 per acre, swamp 
land to not less than $20.00 per acre.
